§ 102(b) as being clearly anticipated by Horobin '969. Horobin 
shows and discloses an insulating construction block comprising a 
pair of parallel insulation side members (12,14) having top an 
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bottom edges and both having interconnecting means, said 
interconnecting means at the top and bottom edges comprising a 
row of alternating projections (38, 45) and recesses (40, 46) 
with substantially the same dimension, a web (26) providing an 
joining means for interconnecting the side members in a desirable 
distance, said the projections and recesses having tapering wall 
(41, 43, 47), a removable end pieces (16) including end walls
